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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 


Estimated Albertafarmers cash receiptsinJanuary, 1971 decreased by almost 10% from 
January, 1970. Receipts from the sale of livestock and products dropped by 19% to $30. 3 million, 
although cash receipts from the sale of crops was up slightly. 

Shipments of all grains except wheat in the first two months of 1971 were considerably 
higher than shipments in the same period of 1970. Sales of cattle at public stockyards during 
this period decreased 13%; sales of hogs showed a 38% increase. 

The value of manufacturers shipments decreased from $140 million in January, 1970 to 
$130.3 million in January, 1971. Volume of meat processed in packing plants for the month 
showed an 8% increase over January, 1970 although value of production increased only 0.1%. 
Oil refinery production in 1970 was up 1. 8% over production in 1969. 

Activity in the coal mining industry during January, 1971 continued the upward trend 
established in 1970. The Value of coal produced in the month was 78% above that ofayear earlier. 
Year end 1970 figures for crude oil and natural gas production show increases over 1969 of 17% 
and 16% respectively. The value ofsales of allpetroleum products in 1970 increased substantially 
over the previous year with the exception of the sulphur by-product. Although production of 
sulphur for the year was 14% higher than for 1969, the value of sales decreased 53% due to the 
sharp reduction in price experienced during 1970. 

Retail sales in December, 1970 at $241 million were only slightly higher than in De- 
cember, 1969. Total retail tradein the province during 1970 registered a slight decrease from 
the previous year due mainly to an 18% decrease in sales of motor vehicle dealers. Other re- 
tail categories which experienced lower sales volumes include general merchandise stores, 
variety stores, women's and family clothing stores and fuel dealers. Wholesale trade in the 
first month of 1971 was approximately 5% below the January, 1970 level. Sales of most cate- 
gories of wholesalers were below those of a year earlier. 

The value of building permits issued in January, 1971 totalled $15. 2 million as compar- 
ed to $21 million in January, 1970. Although the value of permits issued was up in many areas 
of the province, this was offset bya decline in the value of permitsissued in Edmonton. Dwell- 
ing starts and completions in the province increased 14% and 21% respectively over the same 
period a year earlier. Loan approvals for new housing were up 29%, but loan approvals for 


existing housing decreased by 27%.

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MEMORANDA 
An apartment vacancy rate survey conducted in January, 1971 indicated an overall va- 
cancy rate in the province of 3.3%, down from the 4.6% of January, 1970 and the 1970 year 
average of 4.2%. Of the twenty-nine communities surveyed, ten reported no vacancies. The 
survey does not include limited-dividend housing and units completed within the previous six 


months. 


The number of fur farms in Alberta decreased from 316 in 1968 to 284 in 1969. The 
number of mink farms declined from 120 to 93, and of chinchilla farms from 192 to 187. Fox 
farms remained at4. There were approximately 199,000 pelts produced during the year, 


valued at $2,135,000. In 1968, 174,000 pelts were produced with a value of $2,422,000. 


Retail sales in Alberta shopping centres (five or more retail establishments, designed 
as aunit, with free parking facilities) more than tripled from 1961 to 1968, rising from $96. 9 
million to $303. 8 million. The number of shopping centres increased from 26 to 55. Receipts 


of service trades in shopping centres in the province totalled $14 million in 1968. 


The average weekly wages of hourly rated wage earners in the mining industry in Alberta 
increased from $129 in 1967 to $149 in 1969. Wages in the manufacturing industry rose from 
$97 per week to $114 per week and construction workers average weekly wages increased to 
$142 from $119. Hours worked per week in 1969 averaged 41 in the mining industry and 39.4 


in manufacturing and construction. 


Estimated 1970 production of honey in Alberta is 20.2 million pounds with a value of $2.8 
million. The estimated value of wax produced is $200,000. There were approximately 1, 200 


bee keepers and 110,000 bee colonies in the province in high 70). 


In the 1969-70 school year there were 19, 821 full time teachers instructing in public 
schools in the province. Of this total, approximately 53% had University degrees, as com- 


pared to 36% of the 14,702 teachers in Alberta in 1964-65. The median salary of Alberta 


teachers in 1969-70 was $7,564, an increase of almost $2, 200 over the five year period.
